("Old Reliable. ..Service. ..Courtesy"). ..you picture in your 
mind a mustachioed stationmaster of days gone by, 
casting a critical glance at his pocketpiece as a steam- 
powered train chugs into the station. 

Your Clock Shop hostess responds to your queries 
about certain timepieces with a pleasant smile and 
friendly manner: the anniversary clock, with its shiny, 
rotating, brass pendulum spheres, gives accurate time for 
400 days with just one winding. And the "Westminster," 
encased in hardy oak, chimes every quarter-hour — just 
like the world-famous Westminster Abbey clock in 
England. 

After awhile, the hostess's enthusiastic answers and 
explanations begin to suggest a second-nature knowledge 
of clocks. Eventually, she reveals that she collects an- 
tique clocks and that she currently possesses about 200 
classic timepieces. And for some reason, you are thankful 
that the person who has witnessed your preoccupation 
with time's instruments also finds them a source of 
fascinating pleasure. V

It was a magic moment for the Gert 
Schelvis family of Santa Barbara when, 
in January, Schelvis walked through 
the visitor turnstile at Disneyland to be- 
come the Park's 200 millionth guest.

The Magic Kingdom in California 
is fast approaching the honor of having 
hosted the equivalent of the United 
States' entire population — a number set 
at just over 225,000,000! 

Walt Disney greeted the first guests 
to enter the Park in 1955. They were 
Michael Schwartner, who was 7 at the 
time, and Christine Vess, 5. In 1971, 
Valerie Suldo, 22, of New Jersey, signed 
in as guest number 100 million. V 
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Early Eateries Of Disneyland 



The River Belle Terrace story else- 
where in this issue evoked memories of 
earlier eateries in Disneyland— back 
when the "Belle" was Aunt Jemima's 
Kitchen (from 1962 to 1970), sponsored 
by Quaker Oats. Going back even 
further, in 1955, the riverfront restau- 
rant was first known as Aunt Jemima's 
Pancake House and was one of the few 
locations in the Magic Kingdom's first 
year of operation that offered a 
complete breakfast. 

Another 1955 favorite refreshment 
stand was the American Dairy Associa- 
tion's "Dairy of Tomorrow" in Tomor- 
rowland. Not only did it dispense cool- 
ing malts, shakes and ice cream, but it 
was featured as an attraction If told 
"The Story of Milk," and forecast milk- 
men with portable helicopter-packs 
strapped to their backs delivering ever 
so fresh milk. It also predicted the 
use of air-conditioned barns featuring 


vitamin-producing and germ-killing 
overhead lighting systems. 

From 1955 until 1964, when it was 
redesigned as the Plaza Inn, the Red 
Wagon Inn was the Park's most elegant 
dining place. Fashioned after the 
famed Delmonico's in New York City, 
it boasted a stained glass ceiling, leaded 
cut glass entrance doors, and hand- 
carved paneling , all of which were ac- 
quired from the St. James Mansion, 
an 1870 Los Angeles showplace near 
Adams and Figueroa. 

Sometime between 1955 and 1961, 
you could buy a good old-fashioned 
fried chicken dinner at the pre-inflation 
price of $1.65 in the Chicken Plan- 
tation Restaurant in Frontierland. Set 
in a unique French Provincial and 
Southern Colonial-designed building 
near today's French Market location, 
the restaurant was reached by crossing 
the bridge over the then-existent water- 


way connecting the Rivers of America 
with the Jungle Cruise. 

Both the Red Wagon Inn and 
Chicken Plantation were operated by 
Swift and Company, the participants 
who also provided catering service for 
Holidayland, which, at that time, earned 
them the title of "Official Caterers 
of Disneyland." 

On Main Street, the Puffin Bake 
Shop, operated by General Mills, 
attracted the "sweet tooth" crowd, with 
fresh Danish pastries, doughnuts, rolls 
and cookies. They even created special 
birthday cakes decorated with Walt 
Disney cartoon characters. 

All in all, the Disneyland food 
facilities have quite an interesting and 
colorful history. One that received few 
rave notices however, was a gum ma- 
chine which was discovered just outside 
the Tomorrowland Space Bar— and 
quickly removed. V 
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There's a brand new variety show on 
the Space Mountain Stage this sum- 
mer, a happy entertaining musical that 
brings wild applause from Disneyland 
guests in the audience. The name of it 
is "Show Biz Is," and that's what it's 
all about— show biz, from vaudeville 
to movies to stage shows. 

With the humorous and sometimes 
dubious help of Mickey, Minnie, Donald 
and Goofy and other Disney characters, 
a talented group of dancer/singers 


provides a colorful medley of music 
from many eras. This musical montage 
combines the tap dancing of vaude- 
ville, the rhythms of Latin America and 
the precision of "A Chorus Line." Its 
performers barely pause for a breath be- 
tween numbers as they race through 
costume changes at an unbelievably 
fast pace. 

The five girls and five boys who 
are carrying on the tradition of the for- 
mer "Kids of the Kingdom" are no 


strangers to the stage. Many have ap- 
peared in notable local and summer 
stock productions such as "Fiddler on 
the Roof," "West Side Story," "The 
Fantasticks" and "Music Man." 

Dena Drotar, Donna Miller and Rick 
Lewis have performed for Marriott's 
Great America. Others have modeled 
and recorded. Joanne Mulrooney, Kimber 
Griffith, Stuart Marland, Greg Mowry, 
Donna Miller, Timothy Bagley and Dawn 
Parrish have performed in past Disney- 
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land parades and musical groups. Two 
have understudied or played Snow White 
in outside productions. Dawn Parrish ap- 
peared in variety shows in the Orient, 
Pacific and the U S A. with the "Young 
Americans."
